only sc. The French revolution was 
widely accepted as discrediting the 
practicability of free government. And 
cut of that feeling grew the despotism 
of Nopoleon, which overshadowed Eur- 
ope curing the carly years of ithe cen- 
imry. Except the small part which 
then constituted the United States, 
the who'e of bo! Americas were under 
cespouc rule. To-day all of civilized 
Europe except Russia, the whole of 


Amerisa, and even Japan, the most 
wonseryalive ani most despotic ofall 
<ivilized countries much less than a 


bLundred years ago, eujoy representa- 
tive government, 

Not the least notable feature of the 
century has been the expansion of 
missiouary effort the Protestant 
churebcs To-day the missionary spirit 
is'a most important factor in the Pro- 
testant as weil es in the Roman Catho- 
lic. churches,. and the torch of Christ- 
ian libert; and civilization is being car- 
ried to the most remote and darkest 
corners of the earth. The churches 
themselves, asi Christian peoples gen- 
erally, have benefitted as greatly by 
the spirit. of active sacrifice, which’ is 
a ‘necessity of missionary effort, as have 
the heathen on whose behalf the sacri- 
fice The zeal which in- 
spires missionary effort fans the fire 
of religion at home and makes Christ- 
ianity a living faith. Although war 
has vot ceased amongst Christian peo- 
ples there have beea agreements made 
by common consent for the lessening of 
its horrors such as were never dreamed 
o° a hundred ‘years aco, Christian ‘peo- 
ples feel it necessary that their actions 
should approach the ideals which they 
preach and which they set up for their 
heathen neighbors.

The spread of intelligence accom- 
panying the spread of liberty of per- 
sor and of governmert, and the enter- 
prise which is the result of intelligence 
and energy apiplied to oppor‘unity has 
made this the century of exsloration 
and discovery. Very little of the hab- 
itable globe remains now unknown or 
uwavisited by civilized man. And ‘or- 
tune has in more than an ordinary 
sense followed the footsteps of the ‘ex- 
florer. The gold mines of Australia, 
of California, ef British Columbia, of 
South Africa, and of the Yukon, the 
diamond mines of Kimberley, and the 
vast agricultural areas of America, 
Australia an Africa, anknown a hun- 
dred years ago, and supposed to be ‘un- 
inhabitable are notable contritmtions 
of the pioneers of the century to the 
advantage of the race. 

Not only have the treasure houses 
of natuix, been unlocked by the adven- 
tvwer or the missionary, but nature 
herself has been su>dned to the uss 
oO. maakial as never before. It ‘snot 
to) Imwsh to say that in this  cen- 
tury ‘the resources and ad-antages of 
civilization have been increased by the 
efforts of inveative genius more than 
in the whole of the previous centurie: 
o° the Christian era. This is the age 
o° steam and electricity. And what 
bas heen achieved we oniy consider an 
cvidente of what it yet to be, To the 
developmeot of seam power we trace 


a 


century; and to the development of the 
transmission of rower by electricity we 
look for sti!! greater advaaces in 
the coming century. When electrical 
science has advanced so that heat can 
be economically generated by water 
rower as light aud force can bei now, 
we may expect to see the metals in the 
muastaias ef British Columbia and in 
Northern Ontario and Quebec smelt- 
ed by electrical heat, generated by the 
fores of the torrents fiowing down 
their sides, sd 

\Althemgh steam and electricity have 
been the great factors in iaventive pro- 
gress, instead of their concentrating 
the genius of invention upon them to 
the detriment of other lines, the ps- 
sibilities which they have ‘permitted 
have epread inventive genius like a 
conflagration which has touched and 
transformed almost every line of tife, 
The list of inventions of the century 
whose resalis have become a parti of 
the civilization of the world would be 
too long to repeat. The telegraph, the 
telephone, and the phonograph; photo- 
graphy and photo engraving and the 
X rays; coal gas, petroleum and acety- 
line gas; the fast printing press, the 
type setting machine ani the type 
writer, the repeating rifle ani cannon, 
which have revolutiouized warfare as 
mech as cid the invention of powder, 
area fewof these, By the advances in 
chemical knowledge applied to metal- 
lurgy alone, untoi t Millions of tons of 
ores Gf many kinds which formerly 
were of no value can now be worked at 
a profit, and so much thereby added 
to the wealth of the world. 

By the advances of civilization and 
inveation commerce has been possible 
as never before, and works to meet the 
necessities of commerce and the re- 
quirements of civilization have been 
constracbed on a scale beyond the wild- 
est flight of faacy, of a hundred years 
ago. The wonders of the ancient world 
were paltry affeirs ini comphrisdn with 
tho thousands of miles of railways 
crossing aa i recrossing the continents, 
the great canals uniting lakes and even 
oceons, the stupendeous bridges over 
the mightiest rivers, and the flouting 
palaces which now, navigaie every 
ocean with the regularity of their own 
chrooometers. But the great dit- 
ference between the wonders of the an- 
cient and of the modern world is not 
in their size or cost, so much as in 
their gurpose. The wonders of the 
nineteenth century are not to gratify 
the whim. or inialge the crazy fanoy 
of some monarch who decides to rear 
a great work out of the sweat’ ar 
blood of bis subjects: they are fon the 
use and convenience and advantage of 
all mankicd, And they are built on 
such terms that those who do the work 
lodk Uo the prospect of employment 
with hore and not with terror. I 

The world is a betier world for 
men to live in, and offers better op- 
portunities for the »employment of 
energy aol ‘ntelligence, at the end of 
the cen*ury then it did at its begin- 
ning. + 


the gveat iadmstrial advances of *he 


Leaving consideration of the world 
at large and looking more closely. at 
home, this has indeed been a century 
of progress for ‘the British empire, A 
hundred years ago the prestige of 
Britain had been lowered by the: suc- 
cess of the American revolution. The 
loss of the then colonies seemed ta have 
destroyed tthe hope of further expan- 
sion, and gave prospect of early disin- 
tegration, To-day the empire stands 
at the head of the civilized world in 
territory, in population, in wealth, in 
liberty and in progress, Leyal in all 
its parts, from/its centre in thea'Norih 
Sea to its limits at the ends df tie 
earth.. Hated or feared though it 
may be, it stands to-day the-great e:x- 
ample of free government for the 
wor'd, and the greatest agency for the 
liberty, progress and civilization of 
humanity. The empire was never so 
great, so free cr so strong before as 
it is ati ‘this end of the nineteerth cen- 
tury.

When these resources have been devel- 
oped the hourof opportunity will have 
passed.

portanity, It should always be re-« 
membered that opportunity is the 
measure of responsibility. 

For after 
ali, what is gearest is always of most 


account Although new as a town Ed- 


moaton is oldasafplace: There was an 
Edmonton here at the beginning of the 
century. There are still to be seein the 
marks of the cellars of two rivai torts 
of the Hudson’s Bay and North- 
west Companies on the lower and _up- 
per H. B. flats, re&pectively. It is 
atrange that na ona at Eimonton has 
kovwiedge of when those forts were 
first built, bat it must have been at 
least as early as the year 1800. From 
that time antil the present Edmonton 
has been a place af importance in the 
Northwest. It is dhly within the last 
thirty years, however, that it has had 
a history asa town, This geriod may 
be divided into three nearly equal 
parts. From the establishment of the 
Methodist mission in 1871 by the Rev. 
George McDonigall until the boom re- 
sulting from the commencement of the 
C. P. R. in 1881,— a state. of expecta- 
tion. From the collapse of the boom, 
and the divergence of the C. P. R. main 
line from the Jasper to the Kicking 
Horse pass, to the completion of the 
C. & &. inj 1892,--a state of disappoint- 
ment and stagnation. From the com- 
pletion of the C. & E, to the present 
year, a period of steadily increasing 
growth of both town and district —buit 
of uncertainity as to the future pros- 
pects of the town, It was taken for 
sranced that there must be some 
great trade centre in this far North- 
west; that this trade centre must be 
on the Saskaltichewan river; and that 
it must be at the point where the river 
was crossed by the railway on its ex- 
teusioa northwerd and westward,. As 
long as there was a doubt ag to rail- 
way extensions crossing the Saskat- 
chewan at Edmonton: so long the posi- 
tion of Edmonton as a permanent trade 
centre was in danger. This period of 
unceiiainity was brought to an end 
early in the present year by tha com- 
pletion of the railway and traffic 
bridge across the Saskatchewan at Ed- 
monion, The construction of this 
bridge has turned what was formerly 
Edmonton’s greatest disability to be 
its chief advantage. Mormerly the ex- 
istence of the river was a reason’ (why 
the rai!way woulc not come into Ed- 
monton, now the existence of the 
bridge is a reason why it wilk not go 
eise Whee. Edmonton begins the sec- 
Ond century of her existence with all 
the prestige of a hundred years of 
standing and achievement, and with 
her positian as the trade centre af a 
territory greater than that tributary 
to any otiher| single city on the contin- 
ent absolately assured—so far as any- 
thing can be assured in this world; 
subject o! course to the continued in- 
telligent. energy and enterprise of 
her citizens—for after all, the peaple 
make the town as well as the countrr, 

With the progress of the past, and 
the condition of the present, the hope 
of the future for the individual, the 
nation and the race is indeed bright, 
But we must not rest on what has 
beer done, Rather we must use the 
success of the past as a basis for still 
greater achievements in the future. 
Only thus are we worthy of our fathers 
whe so well and truly laid the founda- 
tions for the marvellous successes of 
the century now, ending; and only thus 
shall we be justified to our children 
by the still greater successes of the cen- 
tury at whose threshold we stand.

A 
full cut could not be taken in many 
cases, which added to the slowness of 
the work, Oats ripening earlier, was 
not injured to a“ grent; an extent as 
the wheat. Phenominal crops would 
have been harvested had it not been 
for the snow. Though this undesired 
visitatioad mace the vield less per acre, 
the farmers expect to realize better 
prices, which ii: is haped will help to 
average things up nearly to the basis 
of last year. . 

Threshing is pow in fu!] swing, and 
some heavy yields are reported. Glor- 
ious weather has prevailed for the past 
two mooaths, and this has done mmch to 
improve the situation, Threshers’ re-

GRAIN AND GRASS SAMPLES. 

Some excellent samples of grains and 
grasses, constituting a forcible object 
lesson, on the fertility of Alberta, are 
hung; on the walls of the immigration 
hall, having been collected by jmmi- 
gration agent Sutter and arranged by 
him «ith the assistance. of Mrs, Wilt- 
sie, the matron in charge of the hall, 
The samples are a revelation to new 
comers, who, in many cases, cannot be- 
lieve that they were grownj inl this 
country. There are fourteen different 
varities of natural grasses on exhibi- 
tion. including pea vine 6 feet in 
length. Among the other samrles are: 
Second growth clover, grown on Stony 
Piaim three feet in length; rye grass, 
6 feet in length; timothy over 5 feet 
in jength and with heads four inches 
long: Scotch grass, grown from seed 
imported from Scotland, 5 feet Jong; 
and a bunch of hogs picked two weeks 
after the first snow fall and untotiched 
by frost. The sampies of wheat, oats 
ertberley, in the s!raw.are first class, 
the heads being large ond, well de- 
veioped, Mr. Sutter has five large, 
long boxes filled with samples similar 
io those on exhibition, which he has 
colleciet te send to’the differen ¢ Cana- 
dian impsigration agencies scattered 
throughcui the States, where ihe; wil] 
be used as proof of the agricultural 
possibilities of Alberta, Some sub- 
stantial proof of the mildness of the 
climate is furnished by Mrs, Wiltsie, 
whi has a fine. large’ stand of gerani 
ijums, foliage plants and other tender 
flowers which have bloomed all winter, 
wntouched by frost. -
